CHEWING GUM FACTORY BLOWN 
TO FRAGMENTS. 


Two Bodies Recovered —Twelve Per 
sons Removed tothe Hospital — 
Other Bulltings Injared. 


Philadelphia, Pal, April 25.—An ex- 
plosion oceurred shortiy Deiore nine 
this morning at Fleer's chewing gum 
factory on 24th street, About 401 
gitls are employed, and a number of 
persons are reported killed. Many were 
wreecke] ana a number of adjoining 
buildings were damaged, All the hos- 
pita ambulances lu the city were soon 
at work carrying away the dead ond 
injured, ana details of policemen and 
firemen from every precinet were pres- 
ent. 

Two bodies have been recovered. One 
was taken from the ruins burned to} 
nt ocrisp, another was blown through) 
the roof and found nearly « handred 
feet away. Tor over a block not a 
building escaped injury, the interior of 
those close by were wrecked, in sev- 
era! instances totally so. Over 12 ine | 
jured persons were removed to the hos- 
pitais,
